I t.—The bonita will 
devote the week entirely to the financial 
debate on the currency bill 
Under the 
terms of the special order adopted on 
Friday, the general 
debate 
opened 
this morning 
after the 
reading of 
The Journal and will continue daily 
from noon until 8 o’clock on Friday On 
Saturday the bill will be r e a d paragraph 
by paragraph for amendment under the 
bye minute rule. 
The vote will lie 
taken the following Monday. 
The debate will probably cover awide 
range, including a general rethrenhing 
of the campaign issue of 1*96 and there 
may be acme stormy incidents 
The 
Republicans are arrayed solidly for the 
bill, but many of them who have never 
advocated the gold standard doubtless 
will have to take the floor to explain 
their change of position. 
On the Democratic side some of the 
members are reported as favoring the 
bill but there has been no cannas made 
as yet and it remains to be seen how 
many of them will join the Repub­ 
licans upon this measure 
The week does not promise to be a 
busy one in the sonate, the indications 
being for routine business and short 
sessions inside the chamber, with much 
preparation for future work in the com­ 
mittee rooms 
Senator Mason will open the week 
with a apeech on bis resolution declar­ 
ing the sympathy of this country with 
the iioers in their war with Great 
britain. 
There may be other brief 
speeches upon this and other questions, 
though there is a general disposition on 
the part of the senators to postpone it 
nntil after the holidays. 
The Republican senators generally feel 
that the most im portatt work of the 
present is to secure reorganization of 
the committees, especially the finance 
committee, preliminary toother work. 
An effort will be made to complete the 
reorganization during the present week.

Doc l l . — Considerable 
concern has been felt in official c irc le s 
for some time respecting the fate of 
American prisoners still held by tho 
Filipino insurgents. 
This is due to an 
intim ation made by Aguinaldo in a nolo 
to General Otis, delivered a m onth ago, 
th at grave injury m ight befall the pris­ 
oners if recognition of the socalled Fili­ 
pino republic by the U nite I States were 
longer delayed 
It was in answ er to this th reat th at 
the president sent a message to G eneral 
Otis for transm ission to A guinaldo an­ 
nouncing that if the prisoners were m al­ 
treated in any m anner he and his sub­ 
ordinates would lie held personally re­ 
sponsible. 
At th at time Aguinaldo was 
believed to be w ithin the cordon estab­ 
lished by the American troops reaching 
from San labian to San Isidro. W hile it 
cannot be learned th a t Aguinaldo re­ 
ceived the comm unication, G eneral Otis 
undoubtedly succeeded in apprising him 
of its contents and knowing the result 
of the w anton injury either to the A m er­ 
ican or Spanish prisoners, it is hoped 
here th at Aguinaldo will see th at they 
are protected from harm. 
A guinaldo’* effort to receive recogni­ 
tion by threatening injury to the pris­ 
oners, is considered by the officials a-i 
the last card to lie pla yod by the insur­ 
gent leader. 
It has been noticed that 
although tne insurgents have perm itted 
m any Spanish prisoners to escape, they 
have carefully held the American pris 
oners. 
This leaves the officials to be­ 
lieve th a t A guinaldo hopes, if finally 
captured, to m ake term s advantageous 
to himself. 
This would be impossible 
if the prisoners were found to have suf­ 
fered any harm.

Had to Retreat Hefore Boer Force?

Loudon. Dec. ll — It ta hardly too 
much to regard General Q atacm a re­ 
pulse near Storm berg as the moat aeri- 
oui defeat British arm s have yet sos 
tamed in the whole campaign. 
Already 
the official advices abow th at 2 men 
were killed, 9 officers and I? men were 
wounded and 9 officers and 396 men ar*’ 
missing. 
B at it is evident th at tbs 
worst is not yet known 
The proper 
don of wounded and killed is to small 
when compared with the m issing—who 
are undoubtedly prisoners in the hands 
of the Boers—th a t the supplem entary 
list of casualties is aw aited w ith serious 
misgivings 
It is also feared that there 
were serious losses of guns and equip­ 
ments. 
The most serious aspect of the affair 
Is the effect it will have on the Dutch in 
Cape Colony who 
ave been wavering 
as to w hether to throw in their lot with 
the Boers. 
Hosts of the northern farm ­ 
ers are now likely to join the rebellion. 
Defeat is also serious because it will de­ 
lay the junction of G eneral GatacT* 
w ith General French at Naauwpoort. 
The plan was for their combined forces 
to relieve the pressure on Lord Methn* 
j en's column 
The disclosure of such a 
strong force at Stormberg was quite un­ 
expected. 
Doubtless G eneral O atacre 
was the victim of treacherous guides. 
B ut the result points also to the absence 
of proper cavalry scouting. 
The B ritish troops who recently occu- j 
pied Arundel are advancing. They have 
I had 
several skirmishes bot no casual- 
| ties. 
Three miles nerth of Arundel 
they found the Boers 2000 strong 
The Pretoria reports of renewed fight­ 
ing at Modder river originated from the 
fact th at the British w ith a team of 3J 
oxen hauled a naval gun to the top of a 
high ridge north of Modder river town, 
whence they fired lyddite shells on the 
j Boer position at a range of 6700 yards, 
where the enemy was apparently con­ 
structing an em placem ent for a fo rt I 
j The lyddite shells appeared to 
do im- j 
mense dam age 
The Boers retired, but 
| the incident is interesting as showing I 
th at the Boers are still in position quite 
| close to Modder river. 
The engineers report th at ^ t would 
take two m onths to rebuild the iron 
| bridge 
Lord M ethuen is still com -1 
j polled to ride about in a dog cart as his ' 
wound prevents him going on horseback. 
Should the rains destroy the tem porary 
, bridge there is enough rolling stock on | 
I the north aide of the river to serve Lord j 
M ethuen • purpose. 
It is reported th at the Boers are busy 
m aking entrenchm ents at Spyfontein. 
Several tiers of work are beginning to 
appear at the foot of the heights. 
The 
force fired on by the British naval gun 
is believed to form the right wing of the 
enem y’s main body throw n forw ard for 
patrolling and scouting purposes. 
It is reported that the bad w ater at 
Spyfontien threatens an epidemic of ty ­ 
phoid. 
Kimberley reports all quiet there up to 
Dec. 7 and th at the pressure of the in­ 
vestm ent is diminished. 
From the best inform ation th at can 
be obtained it seems th at General Gat- 
acre's movements may be term ed a re- 
conooiss&nce in force. 
Its object was to 
ascertain the strength of the Boers who 
were strongly 
entrenched along the 
Stormberg range. 
He left 
P utter's 
kraal shortly after noon Saturday with 
a fighting force of slightly over 4000 
men. 
Leaving Molteno at 9 Saturday even­ 
ing, he made a memorable night march 
over the rocks aud veldt. There was no 
sound except a steady tram p and there 
was no distinguishing lights, the bright 
moon having gone down about ll :80. 
The column arrived safely w ithin a 
couple of miles of its destination, the 
only incidents of the m arch being an 
occasional call of “halt" under the be­ 
lief th at the Boers were near. 
Suddenly 
a terrific fire opened sim ultaneously on 
the British front and right flanks. 
The 
Royal Irish rifles, which formed the ad­ 
vance, sought shelter behind a neigh­ 
boring kopje and were speedily joined 
by the rem ainder of the column. 
It 
was soon found, however, th at this po 
aition was also covered by the Boer 
guns, which were more powerful than 
had been supposed. 
The troops, there­ 
fore, sought a safer position atxmt half 
a mile away, two batteries in the m ean­ 
tim e engaging the Boers and covering 
the troops in their w ithdrawal. 
The action now became general at 
long range and a detachm ent of m ount­ 
ed infantry moved northw ard w ith the 
view of turning a G atling on the ene­ 
m y’s right flank. 
Suddenly a strong 
command was seen moving from the 
north and the Royal Irish rifles and the 
N orthum berland regim ent were sent oat 
to meet it. 
It was soon discovered th at 
the Beers had m achine guns well placed 
and the British were compelled to face a 
terrible fire. 
Finding it impossible to bold the posi­ 
tion in the face of the enemy apparently 
superior in position, num bers and a r­ 
tillery, the British retired on Molteno, 
the Boers following up the retirem ent 
closely and bringing two big guns to 
bear on the retiring column.
